Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your mailing of 3/17 » In case it has not already been pointed 
out to you, I note that in paragraphs 5 ff. of your "Replication . in CA 2569-70 
you misunderstood <® and misquoted the first paragraph of the government ' s 
"Objection ..." They objected on "the grounds plaintiff has presented in his 
opposition" redundant, immaterial, etc. matter. That minor point aside, their 
position really is strange. What a mess! 

I’ve just finished a quick run-through of Frame-up . It’s not easy reading, 
but it is very persuasive. (In case you are interested, I first saw a copy in 
a bookstore here on March 19.) Even for the most skeptical (e.g., me) you have 
proved beyond a reasonable doubt that Foreman (of all people) could almost 
certainly have gotten Ray off; I really don't understand why he sold him out 
as he did. 

Enclosed (also to JNS) is my letter to the Washington Post , concerning FBI 
access to confidential bank records. This doesn't strike me as ve^ry important 
but it seemed like a chance to turn some people on to how much we know about the 
FBI's practices. Today's paper reports more from the "stolen" FBI files, this time 
that the FBI had a mail cover on the Soviet Embassy. So what else is new? 

Computers and Automation has a rather strong attack on Sprague’s original 
piece (March 1971 issue, 11 pp. total). There is really nothing factual of much 
interest to us; the author is intelligent but admittedly uninformed about the 
case. I think he tears Sprague up rather well. There is also a weak rebuttal 
by Edmund Berkeley and a review (blindly favorable) of Garrison's book. Here’s a 
tidbit: the author of the anti-Sprague piece, Benjamin Schwartz 3E of McLean, 
rather jokingly denies connections with the CIA.. However, as of about 1965 he 
was an assistant project leader in IDA. (part of the DOD) . I'm sure that means 
nothing but if Sprague hears of it I'm sure he will find it sufficient excuse to 
ignore Schwartz' arguments. 

Gary: thanks for your note of 3/21. Thanks for keeping me informed.
